Of all the American comics coming out right now Invincible and Dragon are my only must 
reads every month. (The other must read comic is Gantz, but that’s irrelevant) 


In the past, we've been made aware that both characters exist in a shared universe, and 
big things are happening in both books right now. While it might not be the best idea 

to follow Erik’s story to the letter (he destroyed the earth before you! haha!), | would 

be interested in your take on the continuity of both titles. It would be great to tie both 
storylines together in some way. | know Erik generally gives “multiple realities” as an 
explanation for differences, and that’s fine, it doesn’t bother me, but what’s going on with 
Kurr in your universe right now? 


Uhhm, King Kirkman? 


First of all, Savage Dragon is my all-time favorite comic series, so it’s awesome to be 
mentioned alongside it. Now, as for the continuity: | have to go by Larsen’s explanation 
that the two books are in fact NOT in the same universe.

| know creator owned books are difficult to work in harmony together, especially when you 
break things on the scale you and Erik do, BUT neither of you have ever shied away from 
guest appearances. | know that your plans could completely destroy Erik's plans and vice 
versa, but | would still be very interested in a renewed awareness of the shared universe 
both characters live in, even if it’s only 1 page. 


If 2 Image books should exist in a shared universe they're Dragon and Invincible. Just 
saying. 


Man, what if Hack/Slash and Emitown existed in a shared universe? Can | haz one- 
shots? 


Don't ruin your plans by trying to follow each others storylines, but at this point allowing a 
little inspiration to leak through would be great. Kurr and his people exist in your universe 
too (at least I’m hoping they do). And Invincible exists in Kurrs. And Invincible could likely 
tear Kurr's head off. Both characters may be fighting their own wars right now, but an 
awareness of the 2 wars would be great. Maybe you 2 should put your heads together and 
come up with a way of uniting storylines without destroying each others plans. | think that 
would be a lot of fun.
